Sealer of Weights and Measures 


Helms in Regard to 


Provisions. 


City Sealer of Weights 
and Meas- 


ures Walter 
Helms, 
has 
received 


from State Sealer Downing a copy of 
the law passed at the last session of 
the legislature relating to the capa- 
city of the dry and liquid measures 
in this state. 
The law went into er- 


fect on March 1st of this year and all 
grocers and other 
persons affected 


are expected to comply -with its pro- 
visions. 
It reads as follows: 


Section 1. 
Sections 1668 and 4432 


of the statutes are amended to read: 


1. A barrel shall contain thirty-one 


gallons, and the hogshead two bar- 
rels.

3. A barrel of flour measured by

A barrel for potatoes or other 


vegetables shall be the same as the 
standard barrel for apples or pears or 
other fruit as provided in sub-section 
of this section. 


5. A barrel of unslacked lime shall 


contain two hundred pounds, 


G. The standard barrel of apples or 


pears or other fruit, unless otherwise 
specifically defined, shall have an in- 
terior capacity of seven thousand and 
fifty-six cubic inches, and shall not be 
less than twenty-six inches between 
the heads inside; the diameter of the!

Every well regulated church has its 


Ladies' Aid society, and the various 
emergencies, noted by the author of 
this little poem, are familiar experi- 
ences. 
But few churches are built 


without the active support 
of -the 


"Ladies' Aid," and these societies are 
prominent factors 
in meeting 
the 


current expenses. 


"A city church was dedicated, a time 
ago, and an outside evangelist,, who 
had the reputation of getting blood 
out of a turnip, was called in to 
finance the plan and raise a deficit of 
sixteen thousand dollars. 


He presented a bond scheme, which 


covered a period of three years, and 
after a three days' campaign, in which 
everybody who expected to go to 
heaven had been . loaded up with 
bonds, there still remained thirty-six 
hundred dollars worth, unmarketed. 


This meant nothing to the great 


church financier, for there still re- 
mained the "Ladies' Aid,"»and experi- 
ence had taught him that next to the 
home, the church, appeals to the heart 
of womankind. So he called the la- 
dies together, organized tliem in ten 
Circles, and sold them the balance ot 
the bonds, in short order. It is need- 
less to add that no part of the four 
thousand dollar shrinkage, which oc- 
curred three years later, was shared 
by the "Ladies' Aid." 


Have you ever noticed haw enthusi- 


astic these dfvoted women'are, for 
the prosperity of their church? They 
may be a little short on shouting and 
long-windecl prayers, but they 
are 


long on work, and seldom discour- 
aged. 


They discovered a long time ago 


that the shortest way to a man's 
pocketbook .and to whatever he may 
possess in the way of a heart, is by 
the stomach route and so the church 
supper comes to the surface on the 
slightest provocation, and in this do- 
main the rights of women are never 
contested. 


They go out and spend a dollar for 


raw material, then put in the after- 
aioon and evening at the church in 
cooking and serving a half dollar sup- 
per at from fifteen to 
twenty-five 


cents, and tell you with a smile how 
much money the "Ladies' Aid" is 
making for the good of the cause. 


It works like the tariff. 
A sort of 


an indirect tax that the head of the 
house seldom discovers when he pays 
his grocery bill at the end of the 
month. 
And if he does he has no 


occasion to kick, for his wife has con- 
tributed labor and ability, prompted 
i>y loving ambition, and the social life

The home is not to blame and it is 


no fault of the boy, but within the 
last decade the schools have come to 
realize the debt of obligation they are 
under to both the home and the boy.

Many of the fads which higher edu- 


cation demanded of the public schools 
have been eliminated, and in their 
place has come the industrial and 
commercial courses, which interest 
and hold the average boy, because 
they help to lay the foundation for 
his life work. 


There is just dawning upon the 


authorities of the church a glimmer 
of light along the same common-sense 
lines. 
They are coming to realize 


that neither the home nor the boy are 
responsible for lack of interest in the 
church. 


The average boy or girl, in normal 


condition, are not prayer meeting en- 
thusiasts, and the church pew has but 
little fascination for them. 
Unless 


held to tile church by confirmation, 
they are expected to gain admission 
through a profession of faith, and 
they are too honest to profess belief 
in, a thing which they do not under- 
stand and which does not appeal to 
them. 


The gateway of every church should 


be broad enough to take in the homes 
and offspring of all its constituency. 
The Catholics and Lutherans tie up 
their children by confirmation, at the 
age of twelve, and the most ot them 
stay tied. 
The rest of us seem to 


think that it is better for our chil- 
dren to wander away until judgment 
matures, and then take them into the 
i'old if thi,-y happen to come back, but 
many of them never come. 


Character, the choicest jewel we 


possess, is of slow growth. Its foun- 
dation is laid in the home and the 
church is supposed to be the strong- 
est ally to aid in development. 


The mother, who watches the ten- 


der plant with earnest solicitude, has 
la right to expect of the church which 
she serves so loyally, the help which 
she needs, when the boy and girl 
reach the age of restlessness.

cur, taking the whole country over, 
not more than once in a lifetime. Not

lars. Read1 this-week's tales of death 
and devastation-and one's imagination 
can neither grasp- the horror nor the 
destruction of it all.

Pasadena, Calif., March 
29—Coun- 


cilman Rhodes, who is manager of the 
municipal oil pit, has received from 
the efficiency bureau a statement of 
the business done at the oil pit from 
July 1, 1912, 
to February 
1, 1913. 


This statement shows that the oil pit 
sold a- total of 295,107 gallons of as- 
phalt road oil for which it received 
510,730.18. 
After paynig for the oil 


and deducting the expense of running 
the plant as well us an item of $152.- 
OG for alterations there is a net profit 
of $1,537.34. This is a profit of 1-2 
cent per gallon 
or 22 
cents 
per 


barrel. Owing to the fact that a form- 
er statement of the department was 
criticised attention is called to the 
fact that out of the total amount sold, 
69.176 gallons went to other city de- 
partments, the balance to contractors. 
In other words, from the gross re- 
ceipts from the city departments $2,- 
403.36 which is less than one-fourth 
of the total amount sold. Not only is 
the amount of oil sold to other city de- 
partments a small 
per cent 
of the 


amount of business transacted, but in 
selling the oil to these other city de- 
partments it has saved them consid- 
erable on the cost of oil. Previous .to 
the establishing of this department, 
the~ street department paid consider- 
ably more than it pays now 'owing to 
the fact that the business lias been 
systematized in such a manner as to 
make possible 
a reduction 
in the 


price. 
If the city were not now con- 


ducting this oil business, the profits 
would go to some outsider. Emphasis 
is placed on the fact that while the oil 
pit has shown a good profit, the prin- 
cipal object in building it, was to in- 
sure a good grade of oil for the city's 
streets.—Municipal Journal.
